fays, That Her Majejty’s Right and Prerogative koyal 
is derived from the King of Kings alone, and that 
therefore Her Majejly is accountable to no Power on 
Earth, except to Her own Confcience. 

Obf. That Addrefs is contrary to Senfe and 
Reafon, and plainly fhews that the Addreffers 
neither underftand what they fay, nor whereof they 
affirm, Roger; but which is worfe, ’tis Ignorance 
accompanied with Malice againtt our Conttitu- 
tion and an Exprefs AG of Parltament, fo often 
mention’d, vz, the 4th of Her Majefty, Chap, 8. 
Sed. 1, 2. which makes it High Treafon to fay, 
That any Perfonor Perfons have any Right and 
Title tothe Crown otherwife than according to 
an Act of Parliament made in the Firlt Year of 
the Reign of their late Majetties, King William 
and Queen Mary, of Ever-bleffed and Glorious 
Memory, Ejntituled, an A@ declaring the 
Rights and Liberties of the Subje&, and fet- 
tling the Succeffion of the Crown, and one 
other At made in the 12th Year of the Reign 
of his faid late Majefty, King William III. En- 
tituled, An A& for the further Limitation of 
the Crown, and better fecuring the Rights and 
Libertics of the Subject. Now, Roger, tince 
our St. Albans Addreflers, and others of the fame 
Stamp, affert Her Majetiy’s Right to be deriv’d 
from God alone, they are certainly guilty of High 
Treafon by that Act; for though it be true that 
Her Majefiy derives Her Right trom God, as ail 
other People do to every Thing they lawfully 
polfefs, yet “tis not immediately deriv’d from 
God, but by the Mediation of the Laws of the 
Land, fo that the Legiflature is made the Infiru- 
ment of that Conveyance; and we have no other 
Way now left us to know the Mind of God in 
thofe Cafes, and to whom he difpofes Crowns, 
but either by the Exprefs or Tacit Confent of 
the People, fince he does not give any Nation 
particular Order how to fettle their Crowns by 
Pofitive Command, as he formerly did to the 
People of Ifracl. Belides, Roger, if this Doctrine 
of the St. Albans Addreflers * true, the Queen 
and Parliament are Rebels to God, in pretending 
by the fame A& to a Power to limit and bind 
the Crown of this Realm, and the Defcent, Li- 
mitation, Inheritance, and Government, thereor : 
fo that the St. Albans Addreflers, and others ot 
the like Kidney, are guilty of High Treafon by 
both the Clautes of the 4th of dune, Chap. §. 
abovermention’d, as well as of Libelling Her Ma- 
jefty and the Parliament for acting contrary to 
the Law of God, which are Crimes of fuch a 
High Nature, that no Government in the World 
can be fate if Subjects be allow’d co commit ’em 
with impunity. 
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Countrym, The Cafe is very plain, according 
to the Statute, Malier. which that Sort of Peo- 
ple may feel the Weight of fome time or other, 
fince Addreffes of that Nature {trike ar the Foun- 
dation of Her Majefty’s Title, as well as at the 
Authority of Parliament, which fetthd it by 
the Acts aforemention’d ; for tis plain that thofe 
Acts fet alide the Title of the late King James 
and his Pretended Son, and fettled the Right to 
the Crown upon the late King William and Queen 
Mary, and the Surviver of them, upon Queen 
Mary's Wiue, it fhe had been blefs’d with any, 
and after King William’s Life, without iffue by 
his faid Queen, upon Rer Prefent Majetty and 
Her Iffue ; and by that very Law, and no other, 
Her Majefty now poflefles the Crown. Whereas 
Her Title before that Law was very remote ; for 
Her Majeliy and Iffue, as well as Her Sifter and. 
her’s, and much more the Prince of Orange, and 
his by any other Wife, were quite excluded by 
King Fames’s afferting the Pretender to be his 
Son, who being {till alive, as the FaGion fay, 
and now arriv’d at the Stateof Manhood, and 
capable of having Children of his own, Her 
Prefent Majeliy could not hitherto, according to 
their DoGrine of Non-refittance, and Divine 
Right of Hereditary Succetfion, have any Title 
to the Ciown: By which ’tis plain that the Fa- 
ction are guilty of High Treafon when they afleit 
an Hereditary Right in Her Majefty any otherwite 
than "tis effablifhed by the faid Acts, which put 
the late King Fames out of Poffeilion, made the 
Title of his Pretended Son void and null, and 
have eftablifhed Her Majetty in the Poffzition ; 
fo that *tis only Her Majetiy’s Clemency, and 
not the Merits of the Faction, which prevents 
their being profecuted as Traitors for their Ad- 
drefles. But pray, Matter, what do you fay tothe 
Claufe in the St. Albans Addrets, which is an In- 
ference from their former Propotition, That Her 
Right and Prerogative is derived from the King 
of Kings alone, v2%. That fhe is accountable to no 
Power upon Earth, except to Her own Confctence ¢ 

Obf. The Propofition being falfe and treafona- 
ble, Koger, as has been already prov’d, the In- 
ference mult be the fame ; for either the Addret- 
fers muft fay, that Her Majelty is not accountable, 
becaule poffeffed of the Sovereignty. or other- 
wife; for the latter they can thew no Reafon but 
chat Her Majeiiy governs according to Law, 
wherein we agree with them ; butit they affert 
the former, then all Sovereigns were and are to ; 
and by Confequence King James had Wrong done 
him in being dethron’d, Her Mlajetty was a Rebel 
for joming thofe who oppos’d him by Arms, an 
Uturper for tuttering Her [ntail to be inlerted 1a 
the Claim ot Right exclufive of him, aiid his 
Pretended Son. arid much more fo by takin, Pof- 
fefllon while the Pretender is alive: From all

fe for them to efcape but by 
Her Majeity ; psig “— 
eferve that every one may fee by compa- 
a “hcl Addrefles with Her.

Countrym. The Ili Intention of thofe Ad- 
dreffes is fo palpable, Matter, — that nobody 
who reads shem can doubt it : No Man can be 
guilty of a greater than Crime.to {ubvert our Con- 
fiitution, by Speaking, Writing, or Addretling, 
againft thofe Laws by which the Rights of the 
People are fettled, and the Crown limited ; for 
that’s a Complicated Crime, of a Higher N:- 
ture than bare Treafon and Rebellion againfi the

that, but {trikes at the Foundation of the Govein- 
ment; nothing can be more plainly exprefs d by 
Words than the 1ft of William and Mary, Seff: 2. 
Chap. 2.: That the Crown was in the Name of the 
People of England, fettled by the Lords Spiritual 
and Temporal, and Commonsy lawfully, fully, 
and freely, reprefenting the Eftates of all the 
People of this Realm, upon Her Prefent Majefty 
on the Foot of the Declaration of Rights, as 
*rwas upon King /Fi/liam and Queen Mary before 
Her. So that the faid Declaration is become the 
Inviolable Original Contract betwixt Prince and 
People; and by the oth Section of that Act ‘tis 
not only lawful to refift but tofdethrone any King 
or Queen that fhall turn Papift, or marry a Pa- 
pift, though their Confcience fhould dicate the 
conitary, as we are oblig’d in Charity to believe 
it did tothe late King Fames: So that ’tis not 


the Confcience of a King or Queen to which they. 
themfelves only are accountable, as the Men of 
St. A/dans traiteroufly affert, but to the Laws of 


the Land, and to the Legiflature, which fettled 
the Crown as abovemention’d, if they violate 
the faid Declaration of Rights, which is there 
aflerted to be the Ancient and Indubitable Rights 
and Liberties of the People of this Kingdom. 
Obf, You argue very juftly, Roger; cur Laws, 
which are the Acts of the Lords and Commons, 
as well-as of the Prince, are our Hereditary Birth. 
right, by which we ought to be govern’d, and 
no other wife.as has been declar’d oftner than once 
in our Statute-Books ; fo that not only the St. 
Albans Men are guilty of High Treafon by their 
Addrefs, but their Brethren of New Sarum 
mult come in for a Share, who declare for a 
Loyalty without Bounds, and Obedience withant 
Refirve, which is Nonfence as well as Treafon ; 
Loyalcy, in the Literal Senfe of the Word, _fig- 
nifies Obedience according to Law, and there- 
fore cannot be Boundle{s, nor without a Referve. 
This | confels is a Higher Flight than any we 
have yet had, and thews the Addreflers neither to 
be Men nor Chriftians, nor indeed fo good as 
Bealis, becaufe it violates all the Laws of Na- 
ture aid Religion; the moft Savage Beatts in the 
World, even the Sea Monfters, will draw out 
their Breaits, and give Suck to their Young, but 


the People of New Sarum, if they be true to 


the'r Dectrine, mutt not provide Bread to their 


Families, nor fufter_ their Wives to-fuckle their 
Young, if their Priffce thould forbid it ; for they
